The return of the former crown prince, Frederick W ill­ 
iam, to Germany us the cause of much speculation. He was 
received with open arms by the government and there appears 
to he ground for believing that despite his protestations that 
he only desires to live as a private citizen, he will soon appear 
at the head of a movement for a restoration of the monarchy 
with himself as emperor. He has never been regarded as a 
man of more than. ordinary intellect and it is doubtful if he 
possesses enough force of character or qualities of leader­ 
ship to carry him very far, unless it is as a figure-head for 
some leader on the order of von Hindenberg. After centuries 
of monarchical rule with all its pomp and display it is not 
to be supposed that the royalist cause will die a quick death. 
After a few years of revolutionary government France bowed 
willingly to the empire of Napoleon. It remained a monarchy 
until 1848 when Louis Napoleon, who was permitted to re­ 
turn to France as the crown prince has been to Germany, was 
elected president and then restored the empire. W ien he was 
otherthrown in 1870 and France was conquered by Prussia, 
French leaders planned to restore the Bourbons to the throne 
and would probably have done so had not the heir to the 
throne proved so unyielding in his determination to discard 
the tri-color for the ancient fleur d’lys flag of his ancestors. 
Even after the lapse of more than half a 
century 
some 
Frenchmen still cling to the ideas of a monarchy. Germany, 
like France, may have to make two or three attempts at self- 
government before being able to make a sue cess of it.

Bismarck succeeded in welding the fragments of petty states 
into a great nation but no one has followed him who was 
strong enough to control the conflicting forces.

With the 
possible exception of Kemal Pasha of Turkey, the war failed 
to develop any outstanding leaders capable of coping with the 
problems that have since confronted them.
